became the national anthem in 19- 
31. “ Am erica” remains a favorite 
song of Am erican school children, 
and a favored hymn in most stan­ 
dard hymnals. The story of the 
writing of “ The Star - Spangled 
Banner,” by Francis Scott Key, 
as a result of his imprisonment 
on a British ship in the W a r of 
1812. is often told. Few know that)

Until the C ivil w ar “ Am erica” ! 
did not have a widespread popu­ 
larity.

frequently than any other patrio­ 
tic hymn. A copy of it. in Dr. 
Sm ith’s handwriting, was request­ 
ed by the Pope for the Vatican li­ 
brary.

Chicago board of trade. When the 
men on the floor learned that the 
author of “ Am erica” was present, 
they carried him bodily to the pit 
and, surrounding him with uncov­ 
ered heads, began to sing "A m eri­ 
ca” . 
An 1896 edition of The Kansas 
City Star told an interesting story 
of a tiny girl who was riding the 
trolley home from an all - day

to herself. 
P re se n tly; 
clear and bold, came the song.! 
“ M y country, ’tis of thee.” She 
was just starting on the verse: 
M y native country, thee, 
Land of the noble free.

Thy woods and templed hills. 
M y heart with rapture thrills 
Like that above. 
As she started on the third ver­ 
se. this time a little louder, those 
in the car began dropping their 
papers and looking up from con­ 
versations:

Some men smiled; others had 


moist eyes. The whole car was lis- 
1 tening to her. 
A Lift to All. 
She went on to the end. not no­ 
ticing, and presently talk began 
again; but somehow everyone felt 
uplifted because a little girl knew 
the words of our national hymn 
and delighted to sing them. 
In June. 1959. high school and

were still marked by that stately, 
fam iliar air. and the stately, fami- 
lair words.

of value to cost, is the Military 
A ssistance

Military Assistance has alw ays 
had to do a variety of jobs. The

nish m ilitary aid to G reece and 
Turkey without which these coun- 
tn e i 
would 
have 
succum bed 
to 
Soviet aggression and Com m unist 
davelopm ent of the first reason- 
ab'v adequate NATO forces. 
As the NATO area becam e more 
secure, higher proportions of the 
pro gram were devoted to F a r E ast 
aiea s in jeopardy—Ja p a n . Korea, 
the Republic of China, and South- 
eaM Asia—and to areas south of 
the USSR which historically have 
beer, the objects of Russian ex­ 
pansionism. notably Iran and Pakis­ 
tan. It has

economic progress. 
As P resident 
Kennedy has pointed cut, economic

Today, as we consider the re a ­ 
sons which dictate continuance of

There is no question that agriculture will always be the one 
big mainstay of our economy but from planting to harvest 
the entire operation is becoming more and more mechanized 
every year and. even now. job opj>ortunities on the farms have 
shrunk alarmingly, leaving nothing for the younger geneia- 
tion to look forward to except to move to other fields, even 
to other states. 
For the safety of our own future economy; to protect our 
representation in State and Federal halls of government we 
must provide the jobs that will retain our population and 
there is only one way we can do that — by providing other 
types of work for those who had formerly worked on farms 
and those boys and girls who are growing up in farm fami- 
lies.

We would suggest that the records and surveys so ably 
compiled bv Don and Mrs. Foster while the former was exec­ 
utive director of the MODC be taken out of storage, dusted 
off and revised, and turned over to a re-organized MDDC 
and that the new organization proceed to follow the example 
set bv other sections of our state and conduct an active, 
Delta-wide campaign to bring into the area new industries 
and or help the financing need to expand such industries as 
are already here so they can provide additional jobs. 
To do this we would earnestly urge that every newspaper 
publisher; every Chamber of Commerce leader and every 
other citizen who realizes the importance of this matter join 
in an area-wide organization meeting to perfect the re­ 
organization of the MDDDC. 
There are two things to remember—Hnv industry brought 
into the area, regardless of where it settles, will benefit the 
entire area.

Financing new industries and or the expansions of exist­ 
ing industries has been made easier by the General Assembly. 
In the past, apparently, local jealousies have been large iv 
responsible for the inability to secure overall cooperation. 
Managers of Chambers of Commerce in different communi­ 
ties have apparently followed the theory that the new- in­ 
dustry must come to their town to justify his salary. Peo­ 
ple have become tired of the constant ding donging for con­ 
tributions for this or that camjwign. 
We have a Golden Opportunity if we will put aside our 
petty jealousies and work for the common good of every­ 
body in our Southeast Missouri. If YOU benefit, we benefit, 
and if WE benefit you cannot help but benefit also. 
We call for a mass meeting of Southeast Missourians and 
suggest that Larry Gammeter of Steele, President of the 
practically defunct MDDC. issue the call. If and when such 
a call is issued, we urge every newspaper in Southeast Mis­ 
souri to help insure that the MDDC be made into a live, 
energetic organization that will go after these new indus­ 
tries and bring them into Southeast Missouri.

Words Go 'Round; Tax Comes Out Here 
The Internal Revenue Service had the last word the other 
day when asked to rule on the taxability of a foreign lan­ 
guage instruction course. 
The course consisted of a text, a verb finder and several 
phonograph records, usually taxed. The IRS held that since 
the text and verb finder, of themselves, had a function in­ 
dependent of their use in connection with the records, they 
could lie considered nontaxable articles.

With N. S. Khrushchev whipping 
up crises, there is after ail in 
the final showdown one deterrent 
force—the U. S. Defense D epart­ 
m ent. At its head is a dynam ic 
young leader whose policy it is 
seldom to sj>eak out but rather 
to p i e r r e to m eet w hatever the 
Soviet Chairm an hurls across the 
world. He is Secretary of Defense 
Robert M cNam ara. I asked him 
to discuss A m erica's preparations. 
Here is his reply, written exclusive­ 
ly for this column:

WASHINGTON. D. C. - During 
the past months, along with my

One of the factors that has been 
upperm ost in ray mind in evalu­ 
ating these program s has been the 
ratio of their cost in dollars to 
their contribution to the security

least understood program in

connection, yet one of the 
piogram s with the highest ratio 
of value to cost, is the M ilitary 
Assistance 
Program . 
M ilitary Assistance has always 
had to do a variety of jobs. The 
T rum an’s decision in 1947 to fur­ 
nish m ilitary aid to Greece ami 
Turkey without which these coun­ 
tries 
would 
have succumbed 
to 
Soviet aggfession and Communist 
development of the first reason- 
ab'v adequate NATO forces. 
As rte NATO area becam e more 
secure, higher proportions of the 
program were devoted to F ar East 
ai c ts in jeopardy—Ja p an , Korea. 
the Republic of China, and South­ 
east Asia—and to areas south of 
the USSR which historically have 
been the objects of Russian ex­ 
pansionism. notably Iran and Pakis­ 
tan. It has 
helped 
to 
provide 


the stability that is essential for 
economic progress. As President 
Kennedy has pointed out. economic 
aid 
program s 
cannot 
succeed 
without peace and order.” 
Today, as we consider the rea­ 
sons which dictate continuance of 
the M ilitary A ssistance Program . 
we look .out upon a world still 
convulsed 
by 
rapid change and 
watched over by strong, resource­ 
ful, unscrupulous adversaries ready 
to take advantage of any show of 
weakness, 
indicision. 
tim idity. 
For evidence of the Com munist 
threat, 
we have only to exam ­ 
ine 
the pronouncem ents of Mr. 
Khrushchev himself. In his Ja n u ­ 
ary 
6 speech of this year, 
he 
m aintained that Com m unists are 
opposed to both world and local 
w ars. There is. however, a third 
type of conflict, which we know 
as subversion and covert aggres­ 
sion. but which he calls “ wars of 
national 
liberation" 
or “ popular 
uprisings.” 
Such 
conflicts,

says, “ com m unists fully and un­ 
reservedly support . . .’*
